On the Second place come the American Croats, who 
help them with propaganda and newspapers. On the third place and the 
Allies themselves, being from not knowing the situation, or'grora some 
special reasons. The best prooof for this, is that in Naples is. 

. employed by the British of the work on9 group of 320 Ustashies from 
the camp of Ferrao, and under the oomscnd of bifie Ustashl Killer 8DSEN. 
Dressed in British uniforms, these Ustashies carry on their sleeve the 
Croatian arras, and on their caps Uu^eparate sign something like 
PAVELICff* a unit "Danica". 

Finally, moral help is given to the Ustahalee by 9 II the 
fascist element a in Italy, helping them in holding contact and giving 
them material help.
